Aviation/Hromoho), in and by the Township of Readington, in the County of Hunterdon, New Jersey, appropriating
$22,000,000 therefor and authorizing the issuance of $21,700,000 Bonds or Notes of the Township to finance
part of the cost thereof,” adopted on February 21, 2006, be ratified?

Explanatory Statement

A "YES" vote to ratify this ordinance would provide the funding needed to acquire various parcels of land,
including the open space lands surrounding the airport, and the development rights on lands currently used
by the airport, for a purchase price of not to exceed $22 million dollars.

A "NO" vote would defeat the bond ordinance and not permit the Township to obtain the funds and acquire
the property.
